MICHIGAN PRIMARY 


CAMPAIGN CLOSED 


Detroit, Mich., Aug. 24.—The cani- 
pagn preceeding the Michigan primar­ 
ies closed today with many politicial 
rallies in all parts of the State. On 
Tuesday netfi all parties are to en­ 
gage in State-wide primaries for the 
selection of candidates for governor 
and lieutenant governor, one United 
States Senator, 
representatives 
in 
Cangregs, members of the legislature 
and city and county officers. The 
selection of candidates for State offi­ 
cers, excepting governor, will be made 
in State conventions to be held later. 
The campaign, on the whole, has 
been of rather a luke-warm variety. 
The Republicans, who have held al­ 
most undisturbed control of the State 
for years, lost much of their ginger 
in ‘the bitter factional fight between 
the Taft and Roosevelt adherents last 
spring. The fight left the pArty and 
its leaders more or less bewildered. 
Governor Chas M. Osborn, one of the 
early and ardent Roosevelt support- 
has apparently been left to flock by 
himself. Many dihers who in the past 
have been numbered among the re­ 
publican leaders to Michigan have tak 
en no part in the present campaign. 
The democrats have found some en­ 
couragement in the factional strife 
of the enemy and are displaying more 
activity than in former years But the 
democrats, like the old-line republi­ 
cans, are bothered over the appear­ 
ance of the third party in the field. 
The National Progressives will have 
a place on the primary ballot and will 
make nominations for all of the im­ 
portant places to be filled at the No­ 
vember election. 
The republican candidates for the 
gubernatorial nomination are Fred C. 
Martindale of Detriot, the present sec­ 
retary of state, and Amos Musselman 
of Grand Rapids. Two years ago Mus­ 
selman was Governor Osborne’s chief 
opponent for the republican nomina­ 
tion. Shortly before the third party 
convection fhis year 
he 
announced 
himself « strong progressive, but lat­ 
er he issued a statement declaring 
that he was not a thjfd party man and 
that be would prefer defeat with the 
republican party in his race for the 
governorship than (q cast 
his 
lot 
with the new party. 
The democratic choice for the gov­ 
ernorship is Woodbridge N, Ferris, 
who is the head of an educational in­ 
stitution at Bg Rapids. Prof. Ferris 
has long been prominent in democrat­ 
ic politics in Michigan. Twenty years 
ago he was a candidate for congress 
and in 19Q4 he was an unsuccessful 
Candidate for governor. 
The National Progressive candidate 
for governor Is L. Whitney \Vatkitis 
of Jackson, who is now h febubilcan 
member of the state sehate. J. I). Le­ 
land, a batiked of Corunna, is to head 
the State ticket of the prohibitionists. 
United States Senator William Al­ 
den Smith, whose term will expire 
next March, has no opposition in the 
republican ranks for re-election. The 
democratic aspirants for the toga are 
former Congressman Alfred Lucking 
of Detroit and George P. Hummer of 
Grand Rapids. T. H. Joslyn of Adrain 
is the third party choice for the sen­ 
atorship, and W. A. Taylor of Battle 
Creek is the choice of the prohibi­ 
tionists.

H I R E OLD NEW YORK 


New York, August 24.—The recent 
completion of the first half of Unit 
No. 2 of the Consolidated Gas Com­ 
pany s plant at Astoria, L I., marks 
another milestone in 
providing 
for 
New York the largest single gas plant 
in use anywhere in the world, as well 
as the most economically producing 
plant owing to its very magnitude of 
operations. The first unit completed 
produces 20,000,000 cubic feet of gas
